BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Sept. 21—(AP)—The Ger- 
man high command claimed today 
that Nazi airmen hit three more 
ships yesterday out of a big Rus- 
sia-bound convoy in which it 
claimed previously that 38 mer- 
chant ships totalling 270,000 tons 
were sunk and six accompanying 
warships destroyed or damaged. 
The Nazi war bulletin said this 
latest action occurred in Dvin- 
skaya Bay, 
Archangel. Both German planes 
and submarines were declared to 
have taken part in the running fight 
starting a week ago and covering 
hundreds of miles of Arctic waters. 

(There wag no confirmation of 
these enemy claims from any Allied 
source.) 

In yesterday's attack, which the 
Germans said was against “the re- 
mainder of the convoy,” three ves- 
sels were declared hit several times 
by Nazi fighter planes despite un- 
favorable weather. 


More Education 
For Children 
Is Emphasized 


Evidence that further expendi- 
tures towards a more complete, 
and wide-spread education of 
Canada’s children is a necessity, 
is shown in the rejection by the 
Navy, Army and Air Force, of 
thousands of young Canadians, 
because their health is not satis- 
factory, Dr. Walter Pilling Perci- 
val, M.A., Ph. D., president of the 
Canada and Newfoundland Edu- 
cation Association, told a capacity 
audience of Edmonton Kiwanians 
at their regular weekly luncheon 
meeting at the Macdonald hotel 
Monday. 

Dr. Percival is returning to 
Quebec, after attefiding the annual 
meeting of the Canada and New- 
foundland Education Association at 
Victoria, B.C., last week 

He is a prominent 
who has been one of the leading 
lights in educational matters of 
Quebec province for many years. 

He is at present the director of 
Protestant education, and the de- 
puty minister of education y Que- 
bec province 

He has written several books on 
educational matters. 

In his address he pointed out 
that in spite of the increase of the 
cost of education during the last 
50 years from about $15 per student 
to $50 per student in public school, 
and about $150 in high school, there 


is still much more to be spent be- | 


fore an all-out educational program 
will be effected.

Shells screaming into the city 
tore gaping craters in streets and 
squares and the thunder of the 
| cannorading all but drowned out 

the clatter of machine-guns, rifles 
and mortars manned by opposing 
forces locked in close-quarter 
fighting in the suburbs, Pravda 
reported in a Stalingrad dispatch. 


The bloody struggle increased in| 


ferocity by the hour and Pravda 
said German dead were piling high 
in the streets, with the frantic 
Nazis not even taking time to re- 
| move their seriously wounded from 
the battlefield. 


VALIANT RESISTANCE 

In the northwestern suburbs, 
locale ot the heaviest fighting, the 
Russians and Germans were fight- 
ing it out house by house with the 
Soviet forces putting up the same 
valiant resistance that saved Mos- 
cow and Leningrad. 

But despite frightful losses in 
dead the Germans hurled new 
divisions of tanks, armed cars and 
infantry and swarms of planes into 
the battle. 


In the haze of smoke from flam- 
ing buildings and bursting shells 
and bombs the Germans were “at 
times able to advance,” Pravda 
reported, but only a matter of 
yards and at a frightful price in 
blood, 


The countryside around Stalin- 
grad was littered with piles of scrap 
metal which once were German 
tanks, trucks and cannon, the news- 
paper said. 


OTHER FRONTS 


On other fronts, Soviet dispatches 
sketched this situation: 

Mozdok, in deep Caucasus: The 
Russians repelled several attacks 
and took some prisoners 

On the Black Sea coast southeast 
of Novorossisk: The Nazis made no 
progress against the Russians hold- 
ing the shore road and skirting 
heights to the Caucasus valley, 
where the Soviet’s greatest oil 
fields and refineries are located 

North and south of Vorohezh: The 
| Russians continued to attack furi- 
ously, killing 3,000 Germans in three 
days, 50 of them in one battle. The 
Germans attacked six times in one 
| place and failed to advance 

On the Volkhov front southeast of 
Leningrad: The Russians broke into 
a heavily-fortified forest in the Sin- 
yavino district, after an attack from 
the south and northwest in which 
they blew up an ammunition dump 
and captured prisoners and troph- 
ies.

On Board Torped oed Corvette

Stoker McGaffin gives the two | 
little bags full credit for saving 
his life when the Canadian cor- 
vette Charlottetown was torpe- 
doed and sunk recently, with a 
loss of nine men, including the 
commander, Acting Lt. Cmdr. J. 
W. Bonner. The little bags, join- 
ed together by a long strip of 
canvas, are known as a ship's 
life preserver, 

The device held Stoker McGaf-

parative safety of a ship's life raft. 

Young McGaffin, who arrived 
home Saturday on survivor's leave, 
}cannot swim a stroke.

SICILY POUNDED 

In the Mediterranean area, Allied 
fliers pounded Sicily and Greece. 
The stories of the returning raid- 
ers indicated the destruction in 
Munich, which produces motors, 
tanks and armored cars,. was some 
of the worst that the R.A.F. has 
dealt out to Germany.

Dispatches from Basel, Switzer- 
land, said the detonations in south- 
ern Germany were so loud they 
could be heard in Switzerland and 
ground vibrations were perceptible. 
The Sergeant Pilot of a Lan- 
caster, who was over Munich for 20 
minutes, said the “biggest explosion 
I have ever seen” came about mid- 
night. 


CITY ILLUMINATED 


“There were no flares just then 
but in this sudden rush of flame 
|the whole city was again revealed, 
{this time in a red and smoky 
light,” he said. “For a full half- 
minute the blaze stayed like that, 
then thick black smoke rolled up

Tomorrow it will be the duty of every 
qualified elector in Edmonton to go to his 
or her polling place and mark a ballot for 
the candidate he or she prefers to repre- 
sent the city in the provincial legislature. 

General interest in the election has not 
been keen, if the attendance at public 
meetings is taken as the indicator. This, 
however, is a less reliable “barometer” 
than it was in days not so long gone by. 
The advance poll was relatively large, giv- 
ing hope that the vote tomorrow may be 
a fairly representative one. 

It should be easy now for anyone to 
sense the fact that to vote is a privilege, 
as well as a duty. Should we lose this war 
we will not thereafter have the opportun- 
ity to elect whom we please to our govern- 
ing bodies and thereby set the courses of 
public policy. The right to vote for a 
freely chosen candidate does not exist 
where the word of Hitler is law—and will 
not exist here if he and his associate con- 
spirators can carry out their plans for 
world mastery. . 

If a vote is worth fighting for it is 
worth polling. 


Less Joy-Gas 


Motorists will hardly be surprised at 
the further cut in gasoline rations for joy- 
riding. There has been no reason to sup- 
pose that supplies were growing more 
plentiful; and the sinkings in the Atlantic 
carried plain hints that they were prob- 
ably growing less. 

If anywhere the probability of further 
restrictions has not been noted, a couple 
of facts now given out make clear the 
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over. They have been immobilized. Our 
forces overseas are short by 3,350 men, 
and the vacant places will have to be filled 
to restore the strength they had before 
the raid was undertaken. 

Other than information and exper- 
ience, the public do not know, and cannot 
be told, what objects were sought or 
gained. But both these known gains are 
valuable, and may be invaluable. Only 
the fully-informed military authorities can 
know what they are really worth and 
what use can be made of them. 

But one fact seems to stand out 
clearly. Before a full-scale invasion can 
be launched and the war carried to Ger- 
many in the west, the Allies will have to 
build up air, sea and land forces far be- 
yond their present strength; and multiply 
the ships available to transport and main- 
tain the huge army which alone could 
break through the screen of defence works 
that have been built in the occupied 
countries. 

The popular clamor for an immiediate 
second front may have forced the hands 
of the military chiefs and compelled them 
to stage the Dieppe attack. It probably 
did. The result has shown what a pre- 
mature attempt to carry out this popular 
demand would involve. The London papers 
had better leave the running of the war to 
the men who know the business.

It is true that unless Japan con- 
centrates all her forces to that one 
end, she would probably encounter 
serious difficulty in attempting an 
attack in force on North America. 

There was a time when she could 
have done so. Not: many months 
ago, our defences on the Pacific 
seaboard were disorganized and 
feeble. We lacked planes, guns, 
men and, above all, a strategical 
plan of defence. 

We may believe today that these 
grave deficiencies have now been 
remedied. One cannot speak very 
fully of our defence plans in this 
country, but we can take a ticket 
on it that a man of Major General 
Pearkes calibre has not been moved 
from a vital.post in England to op- 
erate a peanut stand in Western 
Canada, 

Where Pearkes is are big events 
and big movements. And the mag- 
nitude of our defence plans may be 
judged by the very cheering fact 
that he is in charge of them. 


Missed Chance 


We may say, then, with a certain 
amount of confidence, that Japan 
has missed her big invasion chance 
on the Pacific coast of this conti- 
nent. It was one time that the 
amazing luck of her initial offence 
broke down,

Lose Royalists 


Still another break, highly 
serious for Vichy, occurred this 
week when Charles Vallin, leader 
of the Croix de Feu Rightist party, 
and a former close friend and 
vigorous supporter of Petain. 
crossed the English Channel and 
offered his services to General 
Charles de Gaulle, head of the Free 
or Fighting French. 

Now the Croix de Feu repre- 
sents the militantly Royalist view 
in France and possesses upward of 
a million highly active members. It 
is a reasonable supposition that the 
Croix de Feu membership will offer 
support to Vallin in his desertion of 
Vichy. 

That means that Vichy has lost 
Royalist suport and de Gaulle has 
gained it. 

That is an extremely important 
development because the various | 
Royalist parties are powerful in 
France. Indeed, at one time, 
Petain reckoned the Royalists as 
the strongest single group behind 
him. 

It seems very clear that Vichy 
is rapidly disintegrating. This is 
going to be a matter of tremendous 
moment when resistance to Hitler 
becomes active again on the 
European continent. 


Gas Shortage 

It is announced by Mr. Howe, 
minister of munitions, that a des- 
perate shortage of gasoline now 


exists in the country and that a new 
ration category, “AA”, is being 
created for the use of those citizens 
who employ their cars for pleasure 
only. 

The Government doubtless knows 
what it is doing in this respect. But 
many will wonder, myself included, 
why, in the face of this desperate 
shortage, any ration should be used 
for pleasure cars at all. 

Any gasoline whatsoever that is 
burned up purely for pleasure not 
only deprives our armed services 
of a fuel upon which their lives de- 
pend, but represents an injustice 
upon those civilians who needs cars 
in their businesses. 

For it is obvious that when gaso- 
line is made available for pleasure, 
no matter how little of it, there is 
just that much less for those who 
actually require it for commercial 
purposes, 

Now I am not one of those who 
would abolish all amusement and 
enjoyment simply because we are 
at war. These things are essential 
to a good morale. And we must 
face the enemy cheerfully if we are 
to face him successfully. 


Unnecessary 


But I am utterly unable to be- 
lieve that the motor car is essential 
to our happiness. Those days are 
within the memory of a good many 
of us, unfortunately, when the 
world wagged along quite nicely 
and there was considerable joyous- 
ness and content without tearing 
along the highways at great speed 
and gelting a number of places in 
a devil of a hurry. 


I cannot see, then, why it would 
be any unbearable hardship to deny 
temporarily to young men the privi- 
lege of burhing up gasoline in dis- 
reputable old rattletraps or to deny 
to older men the privilege of glid- 
ing along alone in spurious state in 
a handsome limousine that, just as 
easily, would transport six or seven. 

And even if it were a hardship 
which, as the lawyers say, is not 
admitted, but denied, are we not 
aware today that sacrifice must be 
the essence of victory?

News From the Sea 


Last week brought Canadians both 
bad news and good news from the sea 
front. It opened with the announcement 
that the navy’s patrol ship Raccoon had 
been sunk by an enemy submarine, along 
with four merchant vessels, 38 officers 
and men being missing and presumably 
killed in action. Then came news that the 
Charlottetown was gone. The closing days 
brought an account of the destruction of 
one of the enemy U-boats by the Canadian 
destroyer Assiniboine. 

For well-understood reasons, the time 
and place of neither engagement was 
stated. But the significant statement was 
added that the latter was ‘‘only one of the 
successful actions waged” by our naval 
craft against the “unrestricted” outlaw 
craft. 

What this observation implies is plain 
enough to anyone who cares to survey the 
situation in the light of common knowl- 
edge, There is never an hour of any day 
or night when an Allied merchant ship or 
warship anywhere in the Atlantic may be 
accounted free from danger. Eternal 
Vigilance is the price of life for our men 
who go out in ships on that ocean of 
treachery. 

The Battle of the Atlantic is a battle 
that never ends and never slackens, 

It is also a fight without rules on the 
part of the enemy, What wonder that the 
men of the Assiniboine blasted the skulker 
they caught with everything they had, 
and rammed it to make sure of its destruc- 
tion? And what wonder that Canadians 
everywhere thrilled at the news that one 
of the sneak craft had been sent to the 
bottom by a Canadian ship—one of many, 
there is reason to believe.

to by doctors as chronic rhinitis. 
Rhinitis means a catarrhal inflam- 
mation of the mucous membrance 
lining the nose. 

In chronic rhinitis, this mucous 
membrane becomes congested and 
inflamed and there is an increased 
secretion of mucus. Mucus is nor- 
mally secreted by the membrane, | 
but in the healthy person, this se- 
cretion is very slight and is un- 
noticed, whereas the secretion is} 
very noticeable in these cases of 
chronic catarrh. In the catarrhal 
patient, the membrane has _ been 
stimulated by chronic irritation 
until it forms the habit of throw- 
ing out this copious flow of mucus. 

Chronic catarrh often develops | 
only very gradually and during this | 
time the patient will be unaware | 
of what is happening, becoming 
aware of the fact that he has ca- 
tarrh only after the chronic stage 
is well established. 

In this disorder, the nose feels| 
stopped up or obstructed, partly as 
a result of the changes in the mem-

Now that we are approaching the 
season when there is a definite nip 
in the air, the difficulty of keep- 


| ing active children covered at night 


is an ever-present one, I have been 
saving two ideas which came in tuo 
late in the spring to be of any im- 
mediate use. Both of these differ 
| from the usual “sieeping bag” solu- 
tion and I am happy to let readers, 
in on them 

Mrs. T. McC. suggests that a 
man’s handkerchief be fokded and 
fastended around baby's body 
under the arms. Then the blanket 
is pinned to this, under the arms 
and no matter in what direction 
baby turns, the blanket goes right 
along. This would be better for the 
small baby than the active older 
child and the blanket, obviously, 
should be light so it will bring no 
strain to bear on the “harness.” 
This mother has used it succéss- 
fully. 

Mrs. E. F. has the most ingenious 
idea of all, She makes sleeping 
coats of delicate-colored sheet- 
blanket material and uses for it a 


regulation, double-breasted coat 
pattern. 

“IT cut them long enough to 
reach several inches below the 


sleeping garment and fasten them 
with buttons and buttonholes. In- 
stead of a collar, I make a band 
one inch to two inches wide which 
allows for it to roll up about the 
neck. I make the sleeves long 
enough to cover the hand. For the 
older children I make shorter 
sleeves and body so the child can 
have more freedom. 

“I have made 14 of these gar- 
ments for our children and they 
use them for their naps as well as 
at night. The infants have enough 
of them so that one can be launder- 
ed daily. Everyone who has seen 
these pretty coats remarks how ex- 
tremely practical they are.” 

Previously I have suggested that 
mothers of restless babies can pin 
a thin blanket around the baby’s 
body underneath the arms and pin 
in front if baby sleeps on sides or 
back, or in back if he sleeps on 
his tummy. 

The coat idea is a néw one to 
me and sounds very good. Sleeping 
bags are still a good solution for

Mr. Roper attacked Mr, Lym-| 
burn's claim that New Zealand's} 


financial position has been serious- 
iy impaired by its social legislation 
as “evidence of responsibility” and | 
“in very bad taste.” 

He then read information he re- 
ceived by telegram of New Zea- 
land's financial position which stat- 
ed that the island dominion’s So- 
cial Security fund at March 31, 
1942, had a balance of approxim- 
ately $15,000,000 after paying over 
$60,000,000 in benefits to the New 
Zealand people. 

During the fiscal year ending 
March 31 the revenue of the Social 
Security fund was over $2,000,000 
more than was estimated in the) 
budget, Mr. Roper pointed out. 

He described Edmonton's own 
system of public utilities manage- 
ment as a clear-cut example of 
public ownership of the type he ad- 
vocates for the whole province. 

Mr. MacInnis pointed out the 
gravity of the war situation today 
and placed much of the blame 
upon the failure of leaders of demo- 
cratic nations to realize the revolu- 
tionary character of this war. 


“That is the main reason for the 
situation today and the reason the 
Allied Nations are not fighting 
this war today to the fullest poss- 
ible effort,” he said. 


He stated that this is more than 

a war. It is a struggle that will de- 
ermine whether the people or tie 
vested Interests will control the 
ways of life, he said. 

He rapped private monopolies as 
powers that stand in the way of 
free thinking and a free way of life 
for the masses of people. 

He stated that this war is not only 
a struggle for the defeat of Hitler 
ism abroad but it is a struggle for 
the establishment of a new world of 
free people. 


REVIEWS MOVEMENT 


He reviewed briefly the history 
of the C.C.F. movement in Canada 
and stated that it has been growing | 
out of the economic conditions of 
the nation and has been gaining 
ground accordingly 

Mr. Roper reviewed his platform, 
in part as follows: For the past

We have in Edmonton the best 
possible examples of the benefit 
of public ownership. Because we 
own our public utilities we earn 
profits from our own utilities which 
relieves the taxpayers of ten mills 
on their tax bills every year 

Our utilities pay into the city 
treasury taxes and profits amount- 
in to well over a million dollars a 
year, That is money which would 
go to a few rich men in Toronto or 
Montreal or New York if the utili-

men will benefit from the exploi- 
tation of our rich resources. 

Probably there has been more 
comment about our health pro- 
posal than about any other. | 
have been saying to you that if 
you send me to the legislature | 
will work for a plan whereby free 
medical services, hospitalization 
and maternity care will be given 
to all the people who need it 
when they need it. 

They do that very thing in New 
Zealand, now. We can do it in Al- 
berta. Incidentally, I don't think it 
is in very good taste for a candidate 
in an election in Canada to question 
the financial standing of a sister 
Dominion as one of the candidates 
has done in reply to my reference 
to New Zealand. That brave little 
island Dominion, the blood of many 
of whose sons has been spilt on the 
sands of North Africa, has done 
more in men and material since the 
war began, in proportion to its 
population, than any other part of 
the British Commonwealth of Nat- 
ions. Its wonderful system of social 
legislation has made the New Zea- 
land people feel that they really
